Ottawa, Ont, .April 25.—The nav- 


al raid at Zeebrugge continues the 
all engrossing topic in 'England al- 
most to the exclusion of the battle 
in France; says' the Reuter dispatch 
from London. Special leave has been 
granted the men who participated 
and there are columns of interviews 
in the daily papers. ' 


Reflecting the spirit of the sur- 


vivors, one stated he would go again 
tomorrow on a_ similar errand even 
though he knew that he would not 
return; others expressed desire "to 
go into the mainland and fight some 
other German batteries."

Steamer St. Paul 
Overturns With 600 


Workmen Aboard 


An Atlantic Port, April 25.—The 


American line steamship St. Paul ov- 
erturned while being warped around 
her pier here today after coming from 
a nearby drydock. It is believed that 
all persons on board, 'between 500 
and 600 workmen escaped, but the 
vessel lies two thirds submerged with 
her bow on the bottom and her stern 
high in the air./ The military authori- 
ties were unwilling to announce that 
no one perished. 


Whether the St. Paul's seacocks 


were left open or the ballast shifted 
remains to be determined. 


Soldiers were placed on guard on 


and around the pier immediately af- 
ter the accident happened and infor- 
mation was difficult to obtain. 


The military authorities revoked 


all zone passes of admittance to the 
pier. 
Agents of the department of 


justice and other government repre- 
sentatives began 
an 
investigation. 


Police reserves were called and ap- 
proaches to the dock were blocked. 
Ambulances also were summoned 
and four men found to be injured 
were attended by the surgeons. Two 
were detectives and two were labor- 
ers hurt while making their escape, 
:he hands of two of the men having 
>een . lacerated while sliding down 
ropes into the water. 


Police and fire boats prevented 


.he approach of all other craft. 
It 


was reported that soon, after the St. 


Paul overturned fire broke out In an 
unsubmerged part of the vessel which 
the fire boats fought and extinguish- 
ed, 
s- 


Passengers on a passing vessel also 


reported that they could see men at 
work on the expost part of the hull 
cutting holes through the side with 
gas flame torches. 


•Many workmen appear 
to 
have 


been imprisoned in the hold of the 
steamer. Observers from the tops of 
buildings overlooking the pier saw 
rescuers cutting holes in the part of 
the hull above water, letting down 
ladders arid bringing up the men. who 
bad been imprisoned. 
. 


Persons who saw the St. Paul be- 


ing warped-in said she had a decided 
list at the time indicating that the 
inrush of water- or shifting of .bal- 
last, whatever the cause, began some 
time before she reached the pier.' 


The St. Paul earlier had come from 


drydock. She was one of the crack 
steamships of the American line, reg- 
isters 11,629 tons gross, for many 
years she has been in trans-Atlantic 
service, and during the war has tak- 
en to Europe and "brought 'back as 
pessengers many noted persons. 


At least six men were drowned and 


a number of others are missing ac- 
cording to some of the workmen who 
were allowed to leave the pier. Five 
of the dead were laborers and one 
was a member of the ship's crew.

German and Austrian war prisoners 
in Siberia are estimated to number 
more than 100,000 and in official 
circles here it is held they constitute 
a grave menace to the allied position 
in the far east. While the number of 
released prisoners bearing arms un- 
der the Bolsheviki flag is not great, 
even a small number might prove a 
potent danger if they were permitted 
to become the organizing and direct- 
ing force behind the Bolsheviki. 


With German organization con- 


trolling the Bolsheviki a huge army 
might be raised in Siberia. It is held 
here that such a force would be in a 
position to do incalculable damage 
and might necessitate the sending of 
large allied forces to this theater. 


Previous to the rise of the Bols- 


heviki to power and their subsequent 
peace negotiations with Germany the 
allies paid very little attention to Si- 
beria. Since then little has been done 
to counteract enemy propaganda or 
German attempts to secure control of 
the vast riches of Siberia when the 
war is brought to a close. 


The greater number of the 100,- 


000 piisoners are in Irkutsk 
and 


other large towns to the •west but in 
Priamuria—that part 
of 
Siberia 


which abuts on Manchuria and which 
has an outlet to the 
China 
sea— 


there are between fifteen and sixteen 
thousand. These are in encampments 
at 
Habarovsk, 
Blagovestschensk. 


Nicholsk and other centers. The pro- 
portion of prisoners in Priamuria are 
officers, most of them being in the 
camp at Habarovsk. 


It is known that in Irkutsk and 


western Siberia the Germans, 
es- 


pecially the officers, 
are 
working 


the Bolsheviki. 
Some released 


prisoners also are with the Bolshe- 
viki forces now fighting against Gen- 
eral Semenoff, the anti-Bolsrheviki 
leader in eastern Siberia. 


Those who have visited the prison 


camps say that,the officers and men 
keep themselves in excellent physi- 
cal condition and that they believe 
a day is coming when their services 
will be used in the far east and that 
a German force will come to their as- 
sistance over the Siberian railway. 


General Semenoff is holding an im- 


portant part of the Siberian railway 
between Vladivostok and Irkutsk, 'his 
force however, is small, and his sup- 
ply of arms and ammunition limited 
Should the Germans and Bolsheviki 
work in unity, they may break Sem- 
enoff's hold on the railroad. 


Allied sympathizers here declare 


that the only way to prevent the Aus- 
tro-German prisoners from- doing any 
further damage is to 
support 
any 


movement that would enable the al- 
lies to secure control of the prison 
camps or, better still, to have the 
prisoners removed to a safer local- 
ity. 


A large number of escaped pris- 


oners have come fr6m Siberia into 
China and Mongolia by usins pass- 
ports purchased from 
the 
Bolshe- 


viki authorities. 
Some of these men 


have been at work among the large 
Mohammedan population of the Chi- 
nese province of Sinkiang while in 
Mongolia Bolsheviki and Turkish 
agents have .been attempting to bring 
about an uprising against the govern- 
ment.

SIXTH STREET CEMETERY. 


In the early days the value of open 


spaces in towns was quite commonly 


" 
realized. 
A great many of the old 


towns have their large and generous 
parks and commons in the very mu- 
nicipal centers. 
When a town is 


first laid out this costs nothing. 
The original settlers can just as 
well leave an open center and build 
their houses around it. 


There was a period some years 


« 
ago when the public was indiffer- 


' 
ent to the need for parks and cen- 
tral breathing-spots. 
People were 


anxious to get business and other 
buildings put up. 
Nine-tenths of 


our modern to^ns have grown up 
•without any open central areas. 


Trees and foilage are a health 


measure. 
They absorb dangerous 


. gases and lower temperature in hot 
weather. The sight of a city park 


. full of beautiful greenery is an in- 


spiration to every tired man and 


• 
woman. 
It makes every parcel of 


real estate more valuable. 


'- 
The central park areas that such 


a town as Newark really ought to 
have, and might just as well have 
had, would cost a prohibitive price 
today. But it is not too late to plan 
for future growth. 
There is ground 


available today at moderate ex- 
pense. The ground could be made 
into refreshing beauty spots, a de- 


tr light to residents and allurement 
• 
to home-seekers. 


-•jj 
No city is too big and no village 


too small to take action on park-de- 
velopment. The wealthy and grow- 


-« Ing town should realize that open 
• •- park spaces are an essential in mod- 


'era town-development. 
It is worth 


paying a very large price to get 


•- them. 
The little town should re- 


-- fleet that open spaces near its cen- 


ter can be had for little expense 
now, and that they tend to mu- 
nicipal attractiveness and promote 
growth. 


For example, there is the old 


Sixth street graveyard right in the 
heart of Newark. 
It ought to be 


made into a park, but so long as 
the question of ownership is at issue 


-vprobably nothing can be done. This 


ground was given to the city many 
years ago for cemetery purposes, 
but about forty years ago its use as 
a cemetery was discontinued. One 
grave only remains, but so long as 
that grave is there the ground is to 
all intents and purposes a cemetery 
and the city can hold it as such. As 


, 
it is today the ground is of little 
use to the city and of no advantage 
t:i the heirs. 
Perhaps in years to 


come the city may be permitted to 
use this ground for a park, but 


it be the right thing to 


a settlement and pay the heirs 


a fair price for the ground now? 
Nobody disputes tiie fact that the 


, city has long since discontinued the 
- use for which the ground was given 


through the one grave that remains 
makes tbe property technically a 
cemetery*

amount asked for could be obtained. 
the significance of the thing would 
not be lost on Berlin.

\Vhen they get it thoroughly in 
their heads that we do mean bus- 
iness, there will be some change in 
their attitude 
Probably not a suf- 


ficient change to justify ending the 
war. 
but they will have begun to 


see through the mists of illusion. 
Then there will be some hope that 
they will abandon their maniac de- 
sire to dominate the world. 


Wherefore, let us go the limit to 


help put over the loan, and make a 
Dig oversubscription. The individual 
man may say that this little sub- 
scription amounts to nothing. 
Yet 


if everyone takes that view, the 
loan will be a failure, and 
the 


world's finger of shame will 
be 


pointed at slacking America. 


Buy a bond and enjoy the satis- 


faction that comes from good pa- 
triotism and good citizenship!

HOLLAND'S HOUR OP DE- 


CISION. 


(Pittsburgh Gazette Times.) 


Holland apparently is confronted 


with the question which was put be- 
fore Belgium at the very beginning 
of the war. Germany, according to 
the news reports, has demanded the 
right 
to 
transport 
war 
supplies 


through the Netherlands kingdom. 
It is a demand, in fact, that Holland 
abandon her neutrality. 


Looking back almost four years to 


the noble answer Belgium made to 
the dishonorable Prussian proposal, 
we scan the whole record of the 
most brutal of German atrocities. The 
Holland government will view the 
same as it considers what its answer 
shall be. It knows what is before its 
people- if it resists: it knows the dis- 
honor .which will be its if it yields. 
The prospect is enough to make the 
stoutest hearts at the Hague quail. 
Holland knows the quality of the 
beast that clutches at it. And there 
are no strong friends to come to the 
rescue as was the case with Belgium. 


The situation is such Germany may 


feel there is no danger in pressing 
her demands. Besides her necessities 
have increased. A way through Hol- 
land would ease her difficulties in 
transit of men and materials to Bel- 
gium and northern France. The de- 
termined British attack on her na\al 
bases at Ostent and Zeebrugge will 
increase her desire to make of Hol- 
land a highway of Mars. 
She must 


save those places or her submarine 
campaign will suffer. It all testifies 
to the great desperation of the Ger- 
mans. 
That should be encouraging 


to us. It is unthinkable that Holland 
should yield to anything but uncon- 
querable force where her honor and 
her future are concerned, but if she 
is constrained to yield the advantage 
to the enemy cannot be so great that 
it will not be offset by the automatic 
ending of our obligation to ration the 
Dutch. 


FIVE THOUSAND A DAY. 


(Columbus Dispatch.) 


We do not know why tne govern- 


ment allowed the information to be 
given out, but the newspapers are 
carrying an item to the effect that 
American soldiers are leaving this 
country for France at a rate of five 
thousand a day. 
But whatever the 


reason for now making the informa- 
tion public it will be a surprise to 
many persons. 
It would also be a 


surprise to many persons to know 
that we have something like seven 
hundred thousand soldiers in France 
right now. 


We are getting ready to fight. We 


are in earnest about this great en- 
terprise in which we have joined the 
civilized nations of the earth. 
We 


have made mistakes of course; where 
a government has a million chances 
to make mistakes it is going to make 
some. 
But we are getting ready to 


fight, and we already have more 
troops in France than Germany ever 
dreamed we would get there — and 
we are adding to the number at the 
rate of five thousand a day That's 
the interesting thing. 


And here's another sidelight on 


the war that ought to be interesting: 
Many of these troops are crossing 
the ocean on the ships which we 
took away from Germany — the ves- 
sels interned in this country at the 
outbreak of the war. One of the big 
ships has made several trips across. 
carrying nearly ten thousand soi- 
diers each trip. The Germans have 
tried to get her several times, but 
have failed so far in their efforts. 
Let us trust they may continue to 
fail, as we believe they will. 
But 


five thousand a day! Isn't that glor- 
ious? There are thirty days in this 
good month and there will be thirty- 
one in next month!

Wilhelni of Wied, and finally—and 
this was the most miserable mistake 
of all—Count Berchtold " 


That is a succinct statement 
of 


Gtrman foreign policy 
It is not a 


policy that any statesman could have 
even blundered into. It is the poli- 
cy of a fanatical --autocrat, a group 
of military men who had no thought 
for anything but the military re- 
sources at their command, and a 
Pan-German 
propaganda 
whose 


greed and ignorance exceeded any- 
thing of the sort in history. 


Of these three elements the one 


£or whom it is impossible to 
find 


any extenuation is the 
last. 
The 


Pan-German Leaguers were not de- 
mented by 
conceptions 
of divine 


right, or intoxicated by the 
com- 


mand of the most powerful army in 
the world. To a large extent they 
were men of 
business, 
financiers, 


manufacturers, merchants and 
the 


"intellectuals;" the men who write 
books and magazine articles 
and 


who teach the youth. They were ef- 
fecting the commercial and intellec- 
tual conquest of the world for the 
political and military conquest of the 
world, and there is not a child in 
Germany who will live long enough 
to see his country prosperous again, 
and to see the science and literature, 
the arts and manufactures and mer- 
chandising of Germany prominent or 
dominant in every land. 


The "peaceful penetration" of oth- 


er countries by German capital and 
enterprise had gone very far when 
this war was precipitated. The busi- 
ness enterprises 
of 
Belgium and 


France and Switzerland and Italy 
were largely in the hands of Ger- 
mans. The Germans had the largest 
and most successful merchant fleets 
in the world. 
They had practical 


monopolies of many essential lines 
of industry. 
Thev were crowding 


England out of South America and 
Asia. 
Their 
business 
with 
the 


United States was enormous. They 
had created a shipbuilding industry 
that rivaled England's. 
The Near 


East was controlled by their banks 
and factories. 
They complain that 


Great Britain circumscribed 
their 


colonial expansion: but-the truth is 
that in 30 years they had acquired 
more than a million square miles of 
colonies, and one of these was close 
to Australia, protested 
against 
by 


that Commonwpalth. but unhindered 
by. the British Empire. 


But over the ftalkans, which Bis- 


marck said were not worth the bones 
of one Pomeranian grenadier, these 
Pan-Germans, with the support of 
the military cast«\ and playing upon 
the extraordinary vanity and ambi- 
tion of William U. precipitated war 
with England. France, Russia, Italy 
and finally the fnited States. The 
commercial consciences of this in- 
sane folly arc summed up in another 
paragraph of trr memorandum writ- 


ten by the man who was the German 
Ambassador to Great 
Britain 
in 


1914: 


j 
The world will belong to the Ang- 


lo-Saxion, the Russian and the Jap- 
anese, and the German will remain 
alone with Austria and Hungary. His 
sphere of power will 
be 
that 
of 


thought and of trade, not that of 
the bureaucrats and 
the 
soldiers. 


The German appeared too late, and 
the world war has destroyed the last 
possibility of catching up 
the 
lost 


ground, of founding a colonial em- 
pire.

Correction of An Injustice. • 


A grave injustice to army officers 


serving abroad and having depend- 
ents at home has been corrected by 
the communtation of quarters bill 
which has been signed by President 
Wilson. 
Quarters are to be provid- 


ed for such dependents or commu- 
tation in money is to be paid. Such 
allowances hitherto have been made 
only in the case of officers serving 
at home. The passage of the bill was 
an obvious duty to brave men who 
are serving their country in a per- 
ilous work and whose pay at best is 
but meager compared with the ex- 
penditures they are compelled to 
make for equipment and mainten- 
ance.—Philadelphia Telegraph. 


Anti-Sabotage Ijnw Sustained. 
Minnesota was the first state to 


enact a law against syndicalism ana 
sabotage. The supreme court of the 
state has decided, in a test case, that 
penalties prescribed are not exces- 
sive or unjust. • Under this law the 
preaching or practice of syndicalism 
and sabotage are prohibited and 
drastic penalties are provided for 
violators of the act. 
The measure 


is broad enough in its scope to pre- 
vent the seditious preachings of the 
I. W. W. agitators and the distribu- 
tion of their anti-American litera- 
ture.

Captain von Papen replying from 


Mexico, where it is now 'known that

tablishing connections for 
Germany 


to use in the event that she should 
war upon the United States, did not 
regard the operations of the Mexican 
revolutionaries as of any particular 
value. 
For four months later he 


wrote from Mexico -City: 
"I. am convinced from 
personal 


evidence that all the recent cases of 
destruction of -railway lines by ex- 
plosion were brought about by bury- 
ing dynamite" under the line itself 
and then igniting it by an electric 
current as soon as the train 
has 


reached the appointed place. 
I 'con-

Armageddon. 


They assert that it urges its readers 
not to fight or to aid in the fighting 
because "it is no use." A number of 
selective service men who were re- 
ceived in the final increment of the 
first draft several weeks ago pro- 
fessed themselves to be members of 
the International Bible Students So- 
ciety, which was founded by the late 
Pastor Russell of Brooklyn. 
These 


men have refused to do combatant 
work of any kind, officers declare.

made today to receive the first incre- 
ments of the second draft which will 
arrive tomorrow.
